ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING FOR GREENWOOD, 1946 


Public health nursing service in Greenwood has been tem- 
porarily interrupted following the resignation of your for- 
mer nurse. It has been impossible to secure a nurse ade- 
quately trained for this important work due to a scarcity of 
public health nurses throughout the country. This scarcity 
is due in part to the greater demand for this type of nursing 
service as the people have come to realize more generally 
the value of a service which helps to prevent illnes and pro- 
mote good individual and community health. 


Some nurses are now in Public Health Nursing Schools 
for this training and it is our sincere hope that very shortly 
one may be assigned to your town. 


At this time we wish to thank you people of Greenwood 
for your understanding and patience during this emergency. 
Your co-operation, advice and assistance in the public 
health program has helped to extend the service and has 
been greatly appreciated. We shall expect your continued 
co-operation as it will help to bring more and better health 
services to your town.

COMMENTS 
Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Greenwood 
January 1, 1946, to December 31, 1946 

An audit has been completed of the records and accounts 
of the town of Greenwood for the period from January 1, 
1946, to December 31, 1946, 
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Cash 

All cash recorded as received by the treasurer was traced 
to deposits in the bank, with the exception of $36.17, which 
was deposited during the course of this audit. 

All expenditures were made by check and were substan- 
tiated by properly authorized warrants. 

The cash account, as reflected by the records of the treas- 
urer, was reconciled with the statement from the National 
Bank of Commerce of Portland as of December 31, 1946. 
Accounts Receivable 

The detail of the accounts due the town on December 31, 
1946, is shown on Schedule A-1. The items listed as due 
from the State highway department for reimbursement on 
completed road work have been received since the books 
closed. As the remaining accounts appear to be collectible, 
no reserve for losses was considered necessary. 


Taxes Receivable 

At the time the books closed, the taxes receivable amount- 
ed to $1,571.69. Of this amount, $14.00 is due on the 1945 
commitment and the remainder is due on the 1946 commit- 
ment. 

The records of the tax collector were examined and with 
the exception of $3.50, the entire commitment was account- 
ed for by cash deposited with the town treasurer, abate- 
ments authorized by the assessors, or remained outstanding 
at December 31, 1946. 

-The detail of outstanding taxes is shown on Schedule 
A-10, and the $3.50 due from the tax collector has been cred- 
ited to the 1946 commitment and is shown in this report 
under Accounts Receivable on Schedule A-1. 

Tax Liens 

All tax liens on file with the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and appeared to be in proper order and correctly re- 
corded. Payments made during the year were checked and 
appeared to be properly credited. 


Investments 

Town funds in the amount of $1,000.00 are in the form 
of U.S. Treasury 214% bonds. These bonds were examined 
and data pertaining to them is shown on Schedule A-4. The 
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income from these bonds was received and credited to the 
appropriation raised for payment of interest on borrowed 
money. 
Protected Reserve Funds 

The capital reserve fund of the town was examined. This 
fund is invested partly in U. S. Treasury, 214% bonds, and 
partly in the Bethel Savings Bank, Bethel, Maine. All in- 
come earned from the investments of the fund has been re- 
ceived. It was noted that only the interest recorded in the 
bank account was added to the fund, all other income having 
been credited to general funds. Chapter 80, Section 132 of 
the Revised Statutes of 1944, provides that all interest 
earned by the investment of protected reserve funds shall 
be added to and become a part of the fund. 
Notes Payable 

During the 1946 year, long term loans amounting to 
$8,000.00 were negotiated. These were issued to finance the 
purchase of new snow removal equipment and were author- 
ized at a special town meeting held May 4, 1946. These 
notes are payable $1,000.00 annually. 


Due Trust Funds 
Previous to 1946, the trust funds belonging to the town 
had not been invested in accordance with the requirements 
of the statutes. During 1946, all principals of the various 
funds were deposited in the Bethel Savings Bank, Bethel, 
Maine. The unexpended income balance, however, was not 
deposited but remained in the general cash of the town. The 
balance of this account at December 31, 1946, was $95.37. 
Deferred Revenue 
This account represents 1947 excise tax payments received 
prior to December 31, 1946, the disposition of which has 
been deferred until the 1947 year. 
Surplus 
The surplus, as of December 31, 1946, appears in this re- 
port under two categories, namely : 
Appropriated (Exhibit D), $3,290.57 
Net deficit (Exhibit E), 2,557.95 


Net surplus (Exhibit A), $732.62

The appropriated surplus represents those accounts 
which, as required by law or for some specific reason, have 
been carried forward to the ensuing year. 

The net deficit represents the excess of current liabilities 
over current assets. 

Exhibit E presents an analysis of the items which caused 
the unappropriated surplus at January 1, 1946, to become a 
net deficit at December 31, 1946. 


Trust Funds 


The several trust funds which have been left with the 
town were examined and, with the exception of the $95.37 
previously mentioned as due from general funds, appear to 
have been properly invested. The income from the invest- 
ments was checked and pro-rated to the various individual 
funds. Statements pertaining to the funds are shown on 
Schedules A-?, A-8 and A-9. 


General 


The fidelity bonds of the tax collector and treasurer were 
examined and were found to be unsigned by town officials 
to which they apply. 

The excise tax collections were checked, and all cash re- 
corded as received from this source was found to have been 
properly deposited with the town treasurer. 

Test checks to the extent deemed appropriate were made 
of the vouchers and warrants, and all so examined appeared 
to be reasonable and proper. 

Requests for verification were mailed to a representative 
number of unpaid tax accounts. 

The records of the assessors were checked, and appeared 
in satisfactory condition. 

The town clerk’s minutes of all town meetings were ex- 
amined and appropriations checked. 


Recommendations 

It is recommended: 

THAT, the town treasurer make the deposits in the bank 
in such manner that they can easily be identified with the 
record of cash receipts. 

THAT, all income received from investments of the cap- 
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ital reserve fund be credited to and become a part of this 
fund. 

THAT, the $95.37, due trust funds, be deposited in the 
savings accounts of the funds.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood: 

It is expected that at least for the next two or three years 
the State will be confronted with a teacher shortage problem 
fully as serious as for the past year. The best single way of 
protecting against this is to offer salaries at least on an 
equal with other communities. The State may help more: in 
subsidizing teaching positions, but regardless of this the 
main responsibility still rests with the town. 

Last spring three of the five teachers of the Greenwood 
schools failed to accept contracts for 1946-47. We were for- 
tunate in securing Mrs. Katharine Adams, a teacher with 
many years experience, for the Lockes Miils Primary room. 
. Mrs. Doris Slattery of West Paris was engaged to teach at 
the Tubbs school. Due to ill health Mrs. Colista Morgan 
was unable to continue in her work at the Greenwood city 
school. To fill this position with an experienced teacher 
proved most difficult. Finally, after using substitutes for 
most of the fall term, Mrs. Lena Smith, of Strong, was se- 
cured, and began teaching at the start of the winter term. 

Those at the Lockes Mills school who take their dinners 
again are taking advantage of the fine lunch program being 
made possible through the co-operation of the teachers and 
interested citizens. 

Many of you have noticed the fine swings built on the 
hill back of the Lockes Mills building. This was a student 
project, and the funds used were earned by the students. 
One cannot speak too highly of an endeavor of this type, nor 
of the leadership which is instrumental in bringing it about. 
It should also be mentioned that at the Tubbs school they 
have purchased a combination radio and phonograph to be 
used in promoting a better activity program. 

It became necessary to replace the old boiler at the Lockes 
Mills building. A new boiler with an oil burner has been 
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installed and is giving a very satisfactory performance. This 
large item was an expense only partially prepared for in the 
appropriation of 1946. Your repair account will show a large 
unexpended balance only because no bill had been received 
on this boiler job prior to the closing of the books. 


The repairs needed next year are many: foremost being 
the shingling of the Lockes Mills building and a part of the 
Tubbs building. All the school buildings need painting and 
more toilet facilities should be made available at the Lockes 
Mills building. Selecting from this list those which seem 
most urgent along with the boiler bill will necessitate a 
large appropriation for 1947. 

With the exception of the repair account, most of the 
other balances appear to have held up to about the same as 
the previous year. 

I wish to thank the several members of the committee for 
their kind co-operation and assistance during my first few 
months in office.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Jason R. Bennett, a Constable of the Town of Green- 
wood in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at 
Town Hall, at Locke’s Mills village, in said town, on Mon- 
day, the third day of March, 1947, at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the reports 
of the municipal officers for the year 1946. 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see what sum the town will vote to pay, per 
day, the selectmen, assessors and overseers of the poor for 
their services. 


Art. 6. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. %. To see if the town will vote to elect a road com- 
missioner, or commissioners, establish their number, and 
fix their pay. 


Art. 8. To elect a commissioner or commissioners. 


Art. 9. To elect one member of the school committee for 
three years, and all other necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the following accounts: 

1. The support of common schools and payment of high 
school tuition. 
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The purchase of textbooks. 

Repairs and insurance on schoolhouses. 

The purchase of common school supplies. 
Salary of superintendent and office supplies.

Art. 11. To see if the town will instruct the superintend- 
ing school committee to re-open any closed school if they 
deem it advisable. 


Art.12. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the school committee for their services for 1946. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said sum 
to be expended by the State Bureau of Health, for-local 
services. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate for State aid road construction, under provi- 
sions of Section 19, Chapter 28, R. S. of 1930, or under pro- 
visions of Section 3, Chapter 289, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate at least $598.00 for the maintenance of third class 
roads.

2. The support of summer roads and bridges.

6. The support of the poor.

8. Support of street lights. 

9. Aid to dependent children (Mother’s Aid). 


To see what sums per hour the town will vote to 
pay men, teams, trucks and tractors with drivers for labor 
on the highways. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to buy the treas- 
urer’s and tax collector’s bonds, 
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Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to insure the town tractor or tractors against 
property damage and personal liability. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipa- 
tion of taxes, for the purpose of paying obligations of the 
town: such loan or loans to be paid during the current muni- 
cipal year, out of moneys raised during said current munici- 
pal year by taxes.
